The bronze figures of the monument 


were designed by Albert W. Elnert, 
the sculptor, and represent the In- 
dian chieftain King Hendrick. demon- 
strating to General Johnson the futil 
ity of dividing his forces. The figures 
which stand on a granite pedestal are 
nine feet high.

Turtle eggs are highly prized in coun-

On nn average a hen's egg is two 


and a quarter inches long and one and 
three-quarter inches wide nt the broad- 
est point and weighs two ounces.

The wizards among the Indians ar 


priests. Indeed, the primitive pries 
all over the world has always been 
magician and juggler. Juggling trick 
are the most important part of hi 
stock in trade, impressing the untutor 
ed beholders with a belief in the su 
pernatural powers of the performer. 


Wizards Known as "Dreamers." 


Among the Chlppewas there Is 
i 


class of wizards known as "dreamers, 
who are supposed to be able to handle 
with impunity without discomfort in 
boiling water. A magician 
of 
thii 


type is a "dealer in flre," and at nigh 
10 may sometimes be seen flying rap- 
idly along in tbe shape of a bail of flre 
or a pair of firey sparks, like the eyes 
of some monstrous beast. The late 
Dr. \V, J. Hoffman, of the bureau o 
ethnology, knew one of these jugglers 
who could take ripe red cherries from 
his mouth at any season of the year 
He had a magic bag which would move 
on tbe ground as if It were alive, but 
Dr. Hoffman more than suspected that 
the sack contained a live rat or other 
small mammal. 


One investigator on a certain oc 


caslon saw a Menomini wizard pro- 
duce live snakes, as it appeared, from 
an empty bag. The bag was of red 
flannel, about twenty inches wide by 
thirty inches in depth, and the "mys- 
tery man" held it between his fingers 
by the two upper corners, so as 
to 


spread it out. Then he rolled it be- 
tween his hands like a ball, to show 
that there was nothing Inaida Again 
he took it by the upper corners, and 
holding it up, danced slowly. Pres 
ently two snake heads emerged from 
the top of the sack, gradually becom- 
ing more and more exr. jsed, until their 
bodies protruded half a foot or so. 
From time to time the snakes with- 
drew themselves into the hag, coming 
out again and again retreating. When 
they had finally disappeared the per- 
former rolled the sack up tightly and 
put It into his bosom. It seemed won-

Less easily explained ta a bit of uff-

He had gone 
to represent the government In a con- 
ference with the Indiana at Mackinac, 
and, In the course of a ceremonial 
dance which he witn«*sed he noticed 
an old OJlbway woman who took an 
active part In tbe exercises. He asked 
why this was, inasmuch as she seemed 
uninteresting, had nothing to say and 
did nothing except shake her snake- 
skin "medicine 
bag". 
Overhearing 


his remark, the old woman (who was 
known among her people ae a power 
fill witch) became much offended, and 
without warning threw at Mr. Cass— 
so he himself told 
the 
story—her 


snakeskin 
bag, 
which 
transform*^ 


itself into a live serpent and ran at the 
statesman. He promptly took to his 
heels, whereupon the witch picked up 
the snake, which again assumed the 
appearance of a dry skin bag. 


Juggling and Religion. 


The Indian wizards pretend 
that 


they can perform their tricks 
only 


through the intervention of the tribal 
divinities, and this is where the jug- 
gling and religion come together, in- 
formation as to future events is com- 
monly obtained by special 
consulta- 


tion with the divinities in the so call- 
ed "magic lodge," which is a cylindri- 
cal structure of birch bark, with a 
framework of small poles, just big 
enough to contain a 
man 
standing 


erect, As soon as the wizard has en- 
tered the lodge begins swaying violent- 
ly, and there is a great rattling of bells 
and deer's? hoofs which are fastened to 
the tops of the poles. Three voices 
are then heard in consultation—a loud 
one (for the Great Spirit), a faint one 
(for the small spirit) and the voice i>f 
the "mystery man." 


A famous wizard at Wlilte Earth, 


Minn., made a bet with one of the 
government investigators that the lat- 
ter could not tie him with ropes so 
that he would not be able to get loose 
at onci>. 
With the help of the Jowtl 


Indian agent the man waa tied up in 
elaborate fashion and put inside of a 
conical wigwam in an 
open 
space. 


Nobody was allowed io go near him. 
Presently there was a great thump- 
ing noise and the wigwam began to 
sway- back and forth. Two or three 
minutes later the magician called out. 
tolling his captors to so to a house 
several hundred yards away and get 
the ropes. Omi of them went to tho 
house and found the ropes, with all 
the complicated knots 
untied. Then 


the wigwam was opened and the wiz- 
ard was found quietly smoking 
his 


pipe.

he punishes the guilty by the use of 
unlimited wealth. And then by and 
by he leaves Maximilian on the island 
of Monte Cristo with his bride and 
sails away. As Maximilian sees his 
ship disappear on the 
horizon, 
he 


finds Monte Cristo's will leaving him 
his whole fortune. This fortune, Du- 
mas suggests in two or three places, 
was 100,000,000 francs— $20,000,000. It 
is the greatest private fortune the 
Frenchman could conceive of In 1814 — 
it is considerably less than the income 
of John D. Rockefeller in 1903. 


So you might run on if it did not 


tire the brain to conceive more. But. 
most remarkable of all. this one indi- 
vidual made his unprecedented wealth 
with his own brains.— Harper's week-
